he once believed, false in view of the

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Mr, Baxters evening subject was “The 
Phenomenalistic Basis of Beliefs,” 
~ Facts, phenomena and experiments have 
formed the true basis of all philosophies, 
iiheories and beliefs that have stood the 
ests of time. Not a religious belief among 
all nations, but what has recognized super- 
human, though oft called supernatural, 
phetiomena among its acceptants, and with 
he exception of the Confucian or Chinese 
religion alone, all have had their origin in 
direct or alleged spiritistic or angelistic 
manifestations. Mr. Baxter reviewed brief- 
ly the upstarting of great religious move- 
‘ments and the incipient powers at work, 
also the establishing of great religious cen- 
ters and reform platforms which event- 
ually led to the founding of cities and em- 
pires of ecclesiastical and political power, 
and showed how spirit forces were the 
enervating stimulants to action. Startling 
Spirit occurrences of power were cited in 
‘connection with the births and deaths, of 
celebrated personages, particularly Cæsar 
‘Mohammed, Romulus and Jesus; also as 
‘accompanying the rise and downfall of 
great cities of religious and political power, 
as in the case of Rome and Jerusalem. 


_ “But the herald phenomena of spiritism 
was insignificant!”—yes, a rapping in—of 
itself is simple, and insignificant, but in 
the origin, intent, and influence it was, and 
now, by majorities is seen, a power of sig- 
nignificance and might. Did you ever 
think it was only a moving phenomenal 
light—a so designated star—that turned 
wise eyes and steps to Jesus and the found- 
ing of Christianity? Attention called toa 
doning spider. jed in Sapplication to 
‘wonderful suspension bridges of to-day. 
Watching a wasp build and analyzing the 
walls built in its nest or house, led to pa- 
per making, and nearly limitless are the 
useful inventions of paper construction. 
Don’t let us be so foolish as to eschew the 
study of little or even unattractive things— 
at least, let us not be so silly in argument 
as to refuse to consider any matter,becaues 
it originated in, or rests upon, insignifi- 
cant (?) or distasteful phenomena. 
Innnumerable facts are recorded in our 
reliable volumes of mental or intellectual 
philosophy and there left unaccounted for, 
as yet, except the explanation based upon 
the modern Spirit Philosophy be admitted. 
So perplexed have students become that 
the formation of “Psychic Research soci- 
eties” has become necessitated, resulting, 
at least, in conclusions which make the 
spirit phenomena acceptable in view of 
the plausibility of the spirit philosophy 
when applied to much of the mysterious 
phenomena. That there is need of utmost 
caution in weighing this phenomena and 
in accepting often what purports to be 
spirit revealment, must be admitted. But 
he who thinks there is nothing in this uni- 
verse beyond what his senses alone reveal 
is the victim of a delusion as great as that 
of the mosticredulous believer in marvels. 
We are often told by the church that we 
have no need of phenomena to prove im- 
mortality. It tells us intuition and faith is 
enough; but it forgets that the “faith” it 
talks of, itself rests on alleged phenomena, 
Take away the works and wonders Jesus 
performed, and where would the faith of 
the church be? Did the alleged angel visits 
to Joseph, to Mary and to the Shepherds 
have no weight in establishing the faith in 
Jesus which thechurch now has? Did the 
miracles (?) performed by Jesus do noth- 
ing toward establishing in Christians’ 
minds, their faith in Christ's divinity? Did 
not the wonderful experience, vision and 
trance of Paul, as he went toward Damas- 
cus “breathing out threatenings and slaugh- 
ter against the disciples,” have no power 
tn fixing their faith in him as a Christian 
interpreter, after? There are many out- 
side the church who cannot accept the ac- 
counts of these ancient phenomena, with- 
out evidence through similar phenomena 
to-day. They cannot accept by faith as 
the church claims to have done, Then has 
not phenomena a place and a purpose to- 
day? And should not the church be the 
last to oppose or deny? If we Anez (not 
merely believed) these phetomena took 
place of old—if we Anew Jesus lived, died 
and was resurrected as we have read (not 
merely have faith t9 believe it all truc)— 


a 
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why then, no need of present phenomena 
to establish immortality. But inasmuch 
as all is outside the pale of proof—to 
the faith-/ess, at least, if not to the faith- 
full—why phenomena occurring to-day is 
of more value to us than any reported to 
have taken place at other times in the 
world’s history. 

“But is it not unwise to assume any 
modern phenomena on a par with that 
occurring with Jesus, in fact, is it not sac- 
rilegious?"” No; did not Jesus say, “These 
things shall he do also,” Neither sacri- 
legious should it seem to Christians if the 
claim was to more wonderful things, for 
Jesus is said to have further stated, “And 
greater things than these shall he do be- 
cause I go unto my father,” Modern 
Spiritualism in its phenomena does not 
antagonize the ancient spirit claims and 
spiritual works, but, on the contrary, it 
strengthens any previous relation or testi- 
mony given. 

Mr. Baxter claimed that if Jesus were 
on earth now and doing those things re- 
corded of him, many of our States would 
shut him in prison for doing it without a 
diploma, or claiming a right without a 
granted license. He claimed if any de- 
nomination was called on to give him a 
name in accord with the acts and life he 
performed and lived,choosing from among 
those bodies in existence to-day a place, it 
would name him Spiritualist. 

One unhampered by creed or authority, 
will accept or reject as per established con- 
viction, He will be consistent. He will 
not accept a modern fact and deny the

If the new is proven false, the 
similar old will fall with it; if the new is 
established tact, then the like of ancient

One great error in all time has been in 
claiming for the mysterious, supernétural 
power, and endowing individuals dealing 
therewith with holiness—calling the works 
miracles and the men saints; thus bowing 
in awe in the presence of the phenomena, 
and in reverence to a person directing or 
moved to act, “Why,” said Mr. Baxter,

How toFerm Spirit Circles, 

Tuguirers into Spiritualism should begin by form- 
ing spirit-circles in thelr own homes, with no Spir- 
itualist or professiona medium present. Should no 
results be obtained; on the first occasion, try again 
with other sitters, One or more persons possessing 
medial powers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearly every household. 

1. Let the room be of comfortable temperature, 
but cool rather than warm—let the arrangement 


be made that nobody shall enter it, and that thore 
shall be no interuption for one hour during the sit- 
ting of the circle. 

2. Let thecircle consist of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, about the same number of each ex. Sit 
rotind ap uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palms of the hands upon the top surface. Whether 
the hands touch each other or not is usually of no 
importance, Any table will do, justlarge enough 
to conveniently accomodate thesitters, The removal 
of a hand from the table for a few seconds docs 
no harm, but when one of the sitters broaks the 
circle by leaving the table, it sometimes, but not 
always, breaks the manifestations. 

3. Before the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-pencils and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the table, to write down any communications 
that may be obtained. 

4, People who do not like each other should not 
sit in the same circle, for such a want of harmony 
tends to preyent manifestations except with well 
developed physical mediums; it is not yot known 
manifestations, butan achi WAR RPA. Athe 
has a weakening influence. 

5. Betoro the manifestations begin it is well to 
engage in general conversation or in singing, and 
it is best that neither should be of a frivolous char- 
acter, A prayorful, oarnest feeling among tho 
members of the circle gives the higher spirits more 
power to come tothecircle, and makes it more dif- 
cult for the lower spirits to come near, 

6. The first symptom of the invisible power at 
work is often a feviing like a cool wind sweeping 
over the hands, Tho first manifestations will pro- 
bably be table tiltings or raps, 

7. When motions of the table or sounds are pro- 
duced freely, to avoid confnsion, let only one person 
speak, and talk to the table as to an intelligent be- 
ing. Lot him tell the table that three tilts or raps 
mean ‘Yes, one means ‘No, and two means 
“Doubtful,” and ask if the arrangement is under- 
stood, Ifthree signals be given 
sny, “If I speak the letters of the alphabet slowly, 
will you signal every time I como to tho letter you 
want, and spell us out n message?’ Should three 
signals be given, set to work on the plan proposed 
and, from this time, an intelligent system of com- 
munication Is established. 

8. Afterwards the question should be put, ‘Are 
we sitting in the right order to got the best manifos- 
tations?’’ Probably somo mombhers of the circle 
will then be told to change seats with each other, 
and the signals will bo afterwards strengthened. 
Noxt ask, “Who is the medium?” When spirits 
come, asserting thomselyes to be related or known 
to anybody present, well-choson quéstions should 
be put, to test the acouracy of the statements, as 
ene out of the body have all the virtues and all 
the failings of spirits in the body. 

9, A powerful physical medium fs usually a por- 
non of an impulsive, affectionate and genial nature, 
and very sensitive to mesmeric influences, Thoma- 
jority of media are Indios, 

The best manifestations are obtained when the 
medium and all the members of the circle are har- 
moniously bound togothor, and aro thoroughly 
comfortable and happy; the manifestations are born 
of the spirit, and slrink somewhat from the lower 
mental influences of earth, Family circles with no 
strangers present nre usually the best, 

Posatbly at the first sitting ofacircle symtoms of 
other forms of mediumehip than tilta or raps may 
make their appearance.
